AMMAN, Jordan — The release of two 
Americans jailed for illegally crossing into 
Iraq was arranged during three months of 
secret negotiations in New York between 
Rep. Bill Richardson, D-N.M., and Nizar 
. Kamdoon, Iraq's ambassador to the United 
Nations, Richardson said Monday. 

Richardson, who drove here from Bagh- 
dad, said he met eight times with Ham- 
doon before traveling to the Iraqi capital 
ovv the weekend to clinch the deal in an- 
hour-long meeting Sunday with Iraqi'Prcs- 
ident Saddam Hussein and his deputy 
prime minisieri Tariq Aziz. 



He described the 
atmosphere of the 
meeting in the pres- 
identiol palace os 
cordial and said 
thot after Saddam 
agreed to free the 
two men, he “spon- 
taneously” grabbed 
the Iraqi leader's 
hand to thank him 
for his decisiotu." 

“Saddam Hus- 
sein was tough — 
he is a very strong 
individual,” Richardson said. “He let me

know his views on a number of issues. ... 
He showed warmth at certain limcs^ (but) . 
in.the end he responded to the humahUari- 
anappcal." 

Richardson spoke at a news conference 
Monday anemoon with William' Barloon. 
39, and David'Daliberti, 41, who were re- 
leased Sunday after serving 1 14 days of 
eight-year sentences following their arrest 
by Iraqi soldiers near the border with 
Kuwait on March 13. 

The two. who worked as aircraft me- 
chanics for defense conlrociors in Kuwait, 
arrived here about 1 p.m. Monday after a 
600-mile car trip from Baghdad cn route to 
reunification with family and friends in the 


United States and Kuwait. 

Doth men' had suffered bouts of heart 
trouble while in prison, but they showed 
no signs of ill health during their 20- 
minulc news conference at the U.S. Em- 
bassy here. Wearing dungarees and' tennis

“If we can do it, we'd sure like to.” Sharon Lunts- 
ford said Monday, a couple of days after finding out 
(he 2,000-square-fbot building's price would be low- 
ered. 

"There’s a lot of potential, it's just dctcmitning 
what to do," she added. 

If all goes well, the Luntsfords have several ideas 
about how to expand the social-service center: 

• • Converting a store room into an area for o small 
industry, giving five or so locals jobs. Making baked 

-goodsi-gomicnts orlava-rock-souvenirs orepossibili- 

tics. "Wc want to do something that will not ihrcoten 
anything else anyone is doing now," Sharon Lunis- 
ford said.

BURLEY - A Decio woman faces up 
to 10 years in prison for striking her 7- 
year-old son with a bull whip. 

In court Monday, Laurie Lynn Allred, 
.30. wiihtirew her plea of innocence on a 
charge of felony injury to a child. 

Allred admitted that her son hod been 
beaten in January, but said she doesn't 
recoil it happening, according to Cassia 
County Deputy Prosecutor Howard 
Smyscr. 

She avoided pleading guilty in 5ih 
District Court in Cnssiii County by enter- 
ing an Alford plu;i, which allows her to 
continue to claim innocence or not admit 
to all Uie elements of the crime, bm will 
' likejy have virtually the same result us a 
guilty plea. 

Allred has been accused of whipping 
her.jhen 7-year-old son on his legs, 
back, chest and arms, striking him in the 
heod with.her fist, and knocking him on 
the floor and kicking him in the head. 

I according Jo .n criminnl complaint-filed— 

against her. 

Allred has been out of the county jail 
since March on a S7.500 bond, with siip- 
ulotions that she must not sec her chil- 
dren. 

Initial crime reports said Allred had 
called the boy's ount in Tremonton. 
Utah, ond told her she had suffered an 
anxiety attack. Allred brought her son to 
the aunt's house, where he told the aum 
that his mother had beaten -him, -Uic-re* — 
ports sold.

NEW RIVER, Ariz. — Jim McGinnis 
flips on his siren when he spots the prickly 
passengers in the back, of a truck rattling 
through the desert. 

As a cactus cop, he's the thin green line 
between' pilferers and spiny symbols of the 
Southwest, such os the lowering saguaro. 

“The job is like fishing," he said. “You 
have to sit there and be patient and hope- 
fully you'll catch someone out them doing 
something illegol." 

Fortunately for the driver on this day, his 
haul of saguaro and barrel cactuses is legit- 
imate, and he has permits to prove it. 

' McGinnis, a cowboy-hatted state Agri- 
culture Department worker, prefers the ti- 
fle'“nativc plant policeman.” 

. He prowls dirt tracks in his four-wheel 
drive, looking for rustlers who dig up com- 
mercially valuable desert plants. 

. As part of on effort (q bolster the depart- 
ment's native plant program, he will be 
joined by five other ofticers this year. AH' 
have the authority to carry guns and arrest 
cactus rustlers. . 

“People arc questioning why the native 
. plant program needs armed officers,” 
.McGinnis said. iThe reason is we’re often, 
alone, in the middle of nowhere, we usual- 
ly work at night and 90 percent of the peo- 
ple we encounter ore armed.” 

The main spoil of this war is the white- - 
flowered saguaro (pronounced soh-WHA- 
ro), which can live 175 years and grow 30 
to 40 feet toll, with several arms sprouting

NRA hearing role 
under Dems’ fire

WASHINGTON — The 
National Rifle Association's 
role in preparations for House 
hearings into the Waco inci- 
dent raises ethical questions 
that could contaminate. the 
hearings, House Democrats 
charged Monday. 

Rep. Charles. Schumcr, D- 
N.Y., spoke of an “emerging 
pattern" of NRA involvement, 
• citing an incident in which an 
NRA stair member gave the 
impression she represented 
the committee holding the 
hearing when she interviewed 
a Texas social workei’ slated 
to testify. 

The White House joined in, 
accusing the NRA of hijack- 
ing the Waco hearings to ad- 
vance its own agenda and de- 
manding that the GOP leader- 
ship “clear this up.” 

Rpp. John Conyers of 
Michigan, the Judiciary Com- 
mittee's senior Democrat, and 
Schumcr, -ranking- Democrat 
on its crime subcommittee, 
urged the chairmen of the Ju- 
diciary and Government Re- 
form committees to probe the 
NRA's links to the commit- 
tees. 

..-.“Wc^r*_writjngjp .express, 
our grave concern about the 
potentially irreparable con- 
tamination of the upcoming 


hearings," they saidTn a letter. ' 

The Republicans did not re- 
spond immediately. 

The hearings, starting 
Wednesday, are to examine 
the possible mistakes and 
abuses of power in the 1993 
confroniations at the Branch 
Davidian compound outside 
Waco, Texas, that killed four 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms agents and 87 
members of the 'religious 
group. 

Democrats have called the 
hearings a GOP gesture to giin 
groups including (he NRA 
that oppose the ATF's en- 
forcement of gun-control 
laws. 

Schumcr played the tape of 
a voice-mail message from 
Fran Haga, who identified 
herself as being “with the 
Waco hearing team that is 
working on putting together 
the Waco hearings.” The re- 
cipient of that message was 
Joyce Sparks, a Texas social'.' 
worker who has been subpoe- 
naed to testify about her visits 
to the Branch Davidian com- 
pound to investigate the wel- 
fare of the children there. 

Sparks, in a statement, said 
Haga did not admit she .was 
working for. the NRA_unril_ 
midway through the iritc'rvicw . 
when Sparks prcsscdJicr on^ 


her role.

Thunderstorms drench Southeast as Midwest heat eases

Strong thunderstorms fired up in pans of the Southeast 
Mondoy. widi flooding in Florida while the Midwest began 
recovering from o scaring, wccklong heat wave that killed 
scores of people. 

The cooler weather was the result of o weak cold front that 
stretched from western New York to Texas, bringing scot- 
lercd showers and thunderstorms to pans of the East Coast 
ondthcSouiheost. 

Storms in Jacksonville, Flo., produced street flooding 
downtown. Rain also fell in Georgia and new storms formed 
ocioss the Appalachians. 

In Chicogo. the mercury fell to 86 degrees at midday ot 
.Midwoy Aiipon, and forecasters said lower temperatures 
were on the woy. 

It was n liisi time in six days that (he temperature dropped 
below 90 degrees. The heat wave peaked on Thursday when 
the high was a record 106 degrees. 

At midday, thc^notion’s high wm 98 degrees at Thc^l, 


Calif. The heat index, combining heat ond humidity made it 
-fed like 119 degrees in Pcnsacolo. Fla. 

An upper level low off the California coast near Los An- 
geles drew subtropical moisture nonhwestward ocross the 
southern Intermountain region, bringing showers to the 
mountains ofSoulhem California and northern Arizona. 

Rain was reported on the west side of the Sierra and more 
thunderihoWers were expected. 

Tropical Storm Chantol weakened a bit os it moved north 
in the Atlantic Ocean on a course keeping it clear of the . 
United States and Bermuda. 

At 3 p.m. MDT, the storm’s center was about 320 miles 
west-southwest of Bermuda. It was moving north ncor 14 
mph, and was expected to stay on that course and speed 
through Monday night, said hurricane specialist Ed Rappo- 
port. 

Moximum sustained winds were near 65 mph, down from 
a high of 70 mph.

"Could he. with his left hand, 
have grabbed the hair of his cx-wife 
and pulled her head back?" prose- 
cutor Brian Kciberg asked. 

“In a stationary situation, yes," 

‘ the doctor responded. 

"And not only could he do that, 
doctor, in your opinion could he 
then with his right hand holding a 
knife, slit her throat? Did he have 
the strength in his hand to do that?" 
Kciberg asked. 

- "Given a stationary hypothetical, 
ns you have said, yes, 1 believe that 
that would be possible,” Huizenga 
said.

The doctor said it was "possible.” 

In contrast, Huizenga said Simp- 
son’s right hand showed no abra- 
sions. A left-handed glove was 
found at the murder scene, its right-

"We essen- 
tially had to give him coffee and get 
him up and moving because he was 
just really so sleep-deprived and so 
distraught at that point in-time.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a sec- 
ond .round of hearings into 
Whitewater, Senate Republicans 
will try to cast doiibt oh presidential 
aides’ assertions that they didn’t 
tamper with documents in the ofTlcc 
of White House lawyer Vincent 
; Foster. 

The hearings opening Tuesday ore 
part of a one-two Republican punch 
aimed at the Clinton. White House. 
House hearings begin Wednesday 
into the government’s deadly 1993 
siege at Waco, Texas. 

*nic Senate Whitewater committee 
will focus on the late-night search of 
Foster’s White House office after

WASHINGTON — The new head 
of the Marine Corps has taken the 
extraordinary step of ordering com- 
manders to interrupt normal opera- 
tions later this month or early next so 
their Marines can spend three days 
reflecting on the future of the Coips. 
then lake three days off. 

The move by Gen. Charles C. 
Krulak, known for a kinetic, impa- 
_ticnLstyJc,.is.mcant to focus attention 
.on a 29-pagc document outlining 
Krulak’s vision xif where the Corps 
should be going and how il should 
get tlicrc. ‘file document, issued July 
1 when Krulak became commondant. 
is an ambitious attempt to generate 
solutions to some of the service’s 
most vexing problems. 

Part philosophical tract, part action 
plan, the paper blends statements of 
principle with specific requests for 
recommendations on retaining first- 
lime enlistees, redressing aviation 
crew shoriogcs, repairing bases and 
restruciuring forces. 

"Wc'rc finished doing a whole 
bunch of studies,” the general said in 
an. interview. -"Wc’rc now going lo 
gel some ijnngS ^opc." 

Whilc^t IS customary for new mili- 
tary service chiefs lo Issue statements 
or grant interviews sketching their 
agendas, it is rare Tor one to put 
down on paper so specific a 
timetable for dealing with so many 
issues. And officials cannot recall 
any. precedent for. a Corps-wide 
siand'down or il;trce-day leave. 

"it's good to put a marker down," 
said one Marine general. "But the 
danger in laying down so many 
thmgs is that people will hold you to 
ihcm." 

Clearly eager to take advantage of, 
the honeymoon of his first weeks in' 
commano, Krulak acknowledged he 
might be asking more than can be 
achieved. 

"If wc can walk out of here accom- 
plishing 80 percent of what’s laid out 
m the document, we would have 
been very successful," he said. 


In.his.blucprinL.KruIak.says short- 
ages in aviation maintenance crews 
have become "unacccptable'"and 
orders a recruiting and training plan 
by November.

Congress considers fixed 
payment on crop subsidies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
existing maze of crop subsidies would 
be convened to a fixed annual pay- 
ment lo farmers that would not.be 
afTccied by commodity prices under a 
proposal by Mouse Republicans. 

Rep. Pal Roberts. R-Kan.. who 
chairs the Mouse Agriculture 
Committee, said Monday his draft bill 
would make fami spending more con- 
sisient.Tcduce govemnieni bureaucra- 
cy and allow fanners to u.se mom land 
us they see fit. 

"What we’re itying lo address here 
is the frustration of the fanner not 
knowing from year to year what's 
going to happen with the farm pro- 
gram." Roberts said. "Thc«jfarmer 
would know exactly what he’s going 
to get." 

Farmers would no longer have to 
idle acreage to qualify for subsidy 
payments and would not have to con- 
tinually plant the same crops in order 
to protect their bases — a key clement 
in figuring subsidies today. 

Robens acknowledged the annual 
payment would decline as Congress 
moves toward a balanced federal bud- 
get by 2002. 

BuL he said, farm programs likely 


will continue lo shrink anyway and 
always will face attack from critics 
who sec them :is a fonii of welfare. 

■*Tiic new program would cap fami 
payments, which will cost about $10 
billion this year but can fluctuate 
wildly depending on world markets, 
weather and other factors. 

"Wc are guaranteeing farmers a . 
certain payment and transition to a ' • 
more market-oriented farm bill." 
Robens said. 

The GOP budget resolution pas.scd 
by Congress calls for $13 billion in 
farm program .spending reductions 
over the next seven years. An estimate 
of the savings under Robens' propos- 
al has not yet been completed. 

Under the tentative proposal, any

years would be eligible for the new.

calculated based on the amount the 
farmer received between 1990 and 
1995. The set-aside programs used by 
the Agriculture Depanmcnl to control 
the supply of some commodities 
would be scrapped, leaving the Jitritkr 
free to plant whatever crops appear 
be.st for that year’s market.

- Court hears case on mandatory 
carriage of broadcast stations

WASHINGTON (AP) — Cable TV 
customers arc being deprived of many 
channels because of a law that 
requires systems to carry a certain 
number of local stations, cable attor- 
neys told a panel of federal judges 
Monday. . 

With fo;w slots open on the average 
40-channpl ..cable system, operators 
arc being forced to drop cable chan- 
nels or deny others space in order to 
carry local stations, said the cable 
industry's attorney, Bruce Soklcr. 

"That's the discrimination we’re 
talking about today." he said. The 
law, he said, allows TV stations to get 
on cable systems "whether anybody 
wants them or not." 

The Supreme Court lost year direct- 
ed the thrcc-judge panel to determine 
. whether the broadcasting industry 
would be harmed without the 1992 
law and whcthcrJhc cable industry, is 
harmcrjbyit. 

Congress has Mid the law protects 
the economic' health of the broadcast- 
ing industry. 

Without guaranteed space from 
' coble competitors, the government 
and the broadcast industry assert, 
local broadcast stations would be 
frozen out by cable operators who 
don't Want to share advertising dollars 


and who may favor cable channels in 
which they have a financial interest. 

Noting that some stations had been 
dropped or denied carriage during a 
seven-year period when there was no 
mandatory carriage requirement, the 
broadcasting industry’s atiorney, 
Bruce Ennis, said: "Congress enacted 
a prophylactic rule to prevent the 
problem from getting truly out of 
hand."’ “■ i 

But cable attorneys Mid the law's 
supporters' have failed to put forth 
enough evidence to justify the car- 
riage requirements. The Supreme 
Court Mid the government must show 
'.'that the economic health of local 
broadcasting is in genuine jeopardy.” 

"There is no genuine jeopardy." 
said Time Warner attorney Robert 
Joffc. "No one has found a pervasive 
plot to llirow off tlicsc broadcasters." 

L .Local broadcast stations have 
thrived without carriage rules, cable 
attorneys Mid. And systems, wanting 
to satisfy their customers, continued 
to carry^many popular local stations. 

The government’s attorney, John 
Tyler, asserted that the absence of car- 
riage rules has most hurt independent 
UHF, public and new stations. UHF 
stations, he said, historically have 
been denied access to 47 percent of 


the cable audience. 

Judge Stephen Williams said inci- 
dents of some dropped stations have 
been more than olTset by the addition 
of others. ' 

After 0 year of fact-finding. 
Williams questioned why the govern- 
ment couldn't tell the court the pro- 
portion of all TV stations that histori- 
cally have never received cable car- 
riage. 

‘ “Here we have this disaster theory 
supposedly and the stations arc 
marching ahead,” Williams Mid. 

About 1,500 TV stations — includ- 
ing public TV stations — arc carried 
on 1 1,000 cable systems through a 
combination of the mandatory car- 
riage provisions and through negotiat- 
ed contracts with cable ^orators, 
according to the National i^ociation 
of Broadcasters. (.') 

Television stations arc an important 
source of local news and sports for die 
nation's 60 million cable viewers. Mid 
broadcast attorneys, defending the 
regulations.

Ilyushin sairThc agreed with the doctors’ 
decision to-kcep Yeltsin in the hospital for 
obscrvaiioh this week. He said Yeltsin would 
hold several afiefmoon meetings with t«p ofifi-. 
cials, following medical treatment in the 
mornings. 

Foreign Minister Andrei Kozyrev also said 
Yeltsin was feeling better. 

“1 am no doctor, but I can confidently 
say that Boris Yeltsin’s heolih is improv- 


ing." Kozyrev told Interfax. 

Yeltsin was admitted to the hospital for what 
wa.s described as acute heart pain. Aides initially . 
said he would ^c hospitalize^ only one week! 
but then announced Friday that he would stay an 
ndditibnal week because doctors wanted, to ' 
reduce his stress.

Ron Stratton said he will plead 
not guilty to eight counts of grand 
' theft by false promise and predicted 
a jury would acquit him. 

In 1991, a jury acquitted the 
embattled builder of identical theft 
and fraud charges. 

Stratton, 43, was arrested in May 
in southeastern Kansas where he 
said he was attempting to earn 
money breeding horses on a ranch - 
loaned to him by family friends. 

Stratton said he planned to use 
the money he earned there to pay 
off civil penalties leveled against 
him by the state ottomey general’s 
•office for violations of the 
Consumer Protection Act. 

The civil and criminal action 
against Stratton allege the builder 
accepted payment from clients for 
construction projects and never 
complel^ the wo^.

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Water changes prompt protests

TWIN FALLS - Nearly 100 farmers, irri- 
gation districts and other Idaho water users 
arc united in protest against the U.S. Bureau 
of Reclamation’s request to send some water 
out of state for the benefit of nearly extinct 
Snake River salmon. 

- The protests spring from a broad spectrum 
of worries - ranging from diminished aquifer 
recharge to a possible reduction in water 
.“caay-over’’ in federal reservoirs from one 
year to the next. 

Other protests insist the water transfers 
wouldn’t help salmon anyway; and arc not in 
the local public interest. 

Some of the problems can be settled by 
negotiating - but others are sharp legal dis- 
agreements with no room for compromise, 
said John Keys, the bureau’s lop official in 
the Pacific Northwest Region. 

Public hearings bn the bureau's request 
will be held in three or four cities around 
Idaho - probably in September, Keys said in 
a lelqthone interview Monday. Approval is

TWIN FALLS - Still. $262,000 shy of 
their goal for the new Herrett Museum, 
College of Southern Idaho planners have 
the richest county in the state at their fin- 
gertips. 

Yet Blaine County, whose glamorous 
residents arc worth millions of dollars, is 
one of the area’s slowest at donating 
money to the college. 

"it’s partly because they’re offiliated 
with the activities in Blaine County," 
sold Joan Edwards, vice president of 
planning, research and development. She 
mentioned money they raised for snow 
grooming equipment for Wood River 
Trails. . 

When complete this fall, the Herrett 
Museum will feature a planetarium and 
assorted historical artifacts. 

Few of Blaine County’s high-flying 
celebriiiesshow-at-college-fund-raising 
activities, even those in Hailey. And it’s 
. difficult to get them to CSI. Edwards 
said. 

In contrast, Minidoka and Cassia coun- 
ties, whose residents earn on average 
$8,700 less than Blaine County workers, 
have become some of CSl’s most gener- 
ous donors, she said. They funded on 
outreach center in Burley-Rupert. 

CSI has an outreach center in Hailey, 
but Blaine County residents arc more 
likely to send their children to Ivy 
League schools than to a junior college, 
Edwards said, and less likely to have a 
junior college background. 

And they may not hold a positive 
image of community college activities, 
she said. 

How should CSI, which depends on 
donations for projects and scholarships, 
get past that? 

Word of mouth, Edwards said. 

Despite the search for dollars for the 
museum project, the amount of money 
donated for scholarships has climbed. 

Scholarship money jumped from 
-$198,000 for 380 students last. ycar-to 
$268,000 for 475 students next year.

He favors the use of a temporary state law 
that has, for the past four years, allowed the 
bureau to send water down the Snake on a 
year-by-ycar basis. Using that approach, the 
question of whether higlicr flows arc good for 
migrating salmon could be studied for several 
more years. 

“Wc feci that a continued ‘gentleman’s 
agreement' is best for both the federal and 
state governments and the public,” Rosholt 
wrote. 

He suggested several conditions, including 
one that the bureau obtain some of its water 
from sources other than the Upper Snake. 
Also, Rosholt suggested tiiat empty reservoir 
space created by salmon woter releases be , 
given the lowest, or “last-to-fill.” priority. 

In most cases, however, water sent down 
the Snake River for salmon would not be sub- 
ject to “last-to-fiir priority in federal reser- 
voirs, Keys said.

Old Town village moves ahead with plans

TWIN FALLS - Posture land sits 
between Oregon Trail Elementary School 
and Rock Creek Canyon to the north. 

But soon, that property could be trans- 
formed Into a villogc. the likes of which 
have not been seen in the city since its 
founding orqpnd a downtown' square more 
than 90 ycors ago. 

Downtown jeweler Benno Deters 
received the city’s blessing Monday to pur- 
sue plans to build on Old Town villogc on 
the '73.S-acre tract behind his Park Avenue 
home. Deters ond four other property own- 
ers arc working on the project with the help 
of Seattle architect Ron Jclaco, who also 


drofied a strategic plon in laic 1993 for the 
city to revitalize the Old Town district. 

'The downtown, warehouse and South 
Park neighborhoods arc considered part of 
the Old Town district. 

As many as ,!569 homes in a vari 9 \y of 
styles ond sizes could be built in the pro- 
posed village. Apartment-dwellers could 
find homes above businesses or above the 
garages of other homes. Others would live 
in homes with garages built behind them 
along ol|cywoys. 

Jclaco explained that the village is 
designed so that each resident could be 
within a lO-minuic walk from the center, 
'which would provide commercial conve- 
niences ond common open spaces to the 
neighborhood. 


The village plan includes more than 12 
acres of.park jand, including o strip along 
the south rilTi ofRock Creek Canyon. 
Bicycle lanes and landscaping strips arc 
built into the street design. 

Building heights and setbacks arc spelled 
out in the village plan, but architectural 
designs are not. The idea, Jclaco said, is to 
encourage more flexibility in urban devel- 
opment. 

“We're t^ing to find a way to get this to 
work and not put handcufis on the develop- 
ers,'' he said.

Business inventories rise slowly

WASHINGTON ^ In a fresh sign' that 
recession worries arc receding, businesses 
added to their inventories in May at the 
slowest pace in five months. Analysts said 
a slower buildup in stockpiles likely will 
be matched by recovering sales. 

. The Commerce Department said 
Monday that inventories rose 0.4 percent 
in May. the 14th straight increase bur less 
than' half a revised gain ef l percent for 
April. The last time they accumulaled.at a 
slower pace was in December, when they 
grew 0.3 percent. 

The government Friday reported that 
retail sales climbed a healthy 0.7 percent in 
June on top of a 0.9 percent jump in May. 
Reviving consumer activity combined with 


low inflation bode well for the economy 
for the rest of this year and into 1996, ana- 
lysts said. 

But they said the pickup in consumer 
spending could prompt the Federal 
Reserve to hold off cutting interest rates 
again. 

The central bank cut a key short-term 
interest rate to 5.75 percent this month, the 
first decline in three years. 

Analysts and investors will be looking 
for clues as to the next move when Federal 
Reserve Chairman Alan Greenspan deliv- 
ers his semiannual report on the economy 
to Congress Wednesday. 

The May inventory report, in line with 
analysts' j^redictions, suggests stockpiles 
arc being trimmed to manogcable levels as 
retailers reduce prices to speed up sales. 


The last time inventoried fell was in March 
1 994, when they slipped 0. 1 percent. 

Meanwhile, the Coirimcrce Department 
said sales rose 0.5 percent in May follow- 
ing two straight declines. Retail sales 
account for about a third of total sales. 

Tlte Commerce Deponmem said invent 
tones totaled a seasonally adjusted S956.2 
billion in May, up from S952.2 billion. 

. Inventories in,MQy were 8.6 percent higher 
than a year eorlier. 

The increase in stockpiles included a 0.3 
percent rise in interest-sensitive duro^ 
goods, such as cars and houschold^p^i- 
anccs. Durable-goods invemo?teS^c 9.7 
percent higher tl^ a year earlier. 

Inventory of nondurable goods, such as 
food and fuel, rose 0.6 percent and was 7 
percent higher than a year earlier. 


Boise'Cascade reports record profit

BOISE — Boise, Cascade Corporation’s 
rebound continues in a strong way. 

The company said Monday it earned a 
record profit for the second quarter of this 
year and the outlook remains good. 

Net income for the second quarter was 
S105.9 million. With adjustments for other 
transactions, the pr&fii of S93.3 million still 
was a record for any quarter in Boise 
Cascade’s 38,-year history. 

Boise ^Cascade is an integrated paper and 
forest products company headquartered in 
Boise with operations thtougliout the United 
States. The company manufactures and dis- 
tributes paper and paper products, office prod- 
ucts and building products and owns extetfsive 
timber lands to support those operations. 

Lost year, nearing the end of a long stretch 
of unprofitable operations, Boise Cascade 
reported a loss of SI 9.2 million for the sec- 


ond quarter. For the year, the' company lost 
S62.6 millioh, S3.08 per fully diluted share. 

Fully diluted earnings per sliarc were Sl.M 
in the 1995 second quarter on sales of SI. 3 bil- 
lion, up from SI.2 billion in tlic prior quarter 
and SI billion in the second quarter oClast year. 

For the first six months of 1 995. sales were 
S2.94 billion, up from S1.94 billion in a com- 
parable period of 1 994. 

Chairman and Chief Executive Officer 
George Harad attributed the record-selling 
profit largely to improvements in the paper 
business. He said since the recovery in paper 
markets that started last year, the overage 
price for the grades of pulp and paper pro- 
duced by Boise Cascade have increased $323 
a ton or 69 pereent. 

As a result, operating income before 
reserves from the company's paper business 
improved’ by more than S333 million 
between the first six months of 1994 and the 
Hrst half of 1995.

Sentencing is set for 
Dec. 1 1 unless a retrial is granted. 

Henley faces up to 20 years in prison. 

In his brief order, Taylor wrote that the “court is unable to find, by clear and 
convincing evidence, that the applicant is not a flight risk or a danger to others 
in the community.
